Court Issues Order After 
Firm Denies Entrance 
to Inspectors Seeking 
Illegal Meat. 

AGENCY MEN LOOK 
OVER FIRM’S BOOKS 


Records Show Some Cus- 
tomers Put Away Large 
Quantities of Rationed

An order requiring the Ladue 
Lockers, Inc., 9810 Clayton road, 
Ladue, to permit Office of Price 


Administration enforcement 
agents to inspect frozen meat kept 
there for St. Louis county cus- 
tomers, was_ issued today by 
United States District Judge 
Rubey M. Hulen, The action came 
after OPA agents had been denied 
entrance to the locker rooms in 
their sarch for black market 
meat or meat obtained illegally. 

The court ofder was served at 
3:30 p.m. by Deputy United States 
Marshal Les Davison, and OPA 
agents began examinatign of the 
food lockers. 

The OPA agents have been in- 
specting books at the locker firm 
for the last two days and discov- 
ered that a number of customers 
have put large quantities of meat 
into storage, as indicated by proc- 
essing charges, and that some Cus- 
tomers have more than one locker. 

There are 300 lockers at the 
Ladue firm plant, and 278 of them 
are in use by 228 customers. 
Lockers are of two sizes, four and 
a half and five cubic feet each. 

Not All Lockers Opened. 

Agents said not all lockers are 
opened in making inspection of a 
locker plant such as the one in 
Ladue, but only those lockers 
which an examination of the rec- 
ords shows might contain a large 
quantity of meat. This, he said, 
is determined hy the _ distance 
from the lockér that a locker cus- 
tomer may live, by the number of 
lockers held by one person and 
by the amount of meat processed 
by the locker firm. 

In one case, for instance, they 
said the Ladue firm’s record show 
a customer had 300 pounds of 
meat processed in a single day. 
One man who lives in East St. 
Louis, giving only a postoffice box 
nddreas, has rented a locker and 
the investigators want to know 
why he has acquired a locker s0 
far from his home. 

The court order was obtained on 
application of George L. Robert- 
son, chief enforcement attorney 
for the OPA, on the basis of an 
affidavit stating that his agents 
had been denied access to the 
locker rooms. A similar order was 
obtained in the Poplar Bluff (Mo.) 
case, when inspectors were denied 
entrance to frozen food lockers 
there. 

Inspectors were waiting at the 
Ladue locker firm today for the 
court order to arrive. The inspec- 
tors are C. J. MacKean, Elmer Olt- 
man and Jack Schweitzer. 

The agents were denied en- 
trance by John Summers, man- 
ager of the locker firm, who said 
he was acting on instructions of 
Robert T. Hensley, president. 

“We consider the food in our 
lockers the personal property ‘of 
our customers,” .Summers said, 
“and we cannot allow the inspec-

MIAMA, Flia., July 18 (AP)— 
Twenty-four marines—23 of them 
sick with dysentery arrived in 
Miami yesterday. 

The marines, all air crewmen 
with an average of 50 missions in 
seven Pacific campaigns, were 
sent here by troop sleeper from 
El Centro, Calif., to attend op- 
erational training school.

Britain and France.. The United 
States was not included in the 
resolution on the ground that it 
was against America’s traditional 
policy to enter such an alliance. 
Another resolution called on the 
government to name Emperor 
Hirohito of Japan as a war crim- 
inal, and a third urged China’s 
immediate ratification of the 

United Nations chartgr.

In that period 249 projects were 
approved in Missouri, or 1.9 per 
cent of the total national distri- 
bution. 

Value of Missouri facilities 
authorized by major products in- 
cluded: 


Aircraft, $109,994,000; 
$6,526,000; combat motorized ve- 
hicles, $2,606,000; guns, $15,624,000; 
ammunition, $223,946,000; ex- 
plosives, $68,947,000; iron and 
steel, $20,425,000; nonferrous 
metals, $11,257,000; machine tools, 
$2,038,000; electrical equipment, 
$9,375,000; chemicals, $27,893,000;

St. Louis Among Big Ten. 


The WPB said that more than a 
third or $7,500,000,000 of the total 
value of war manufacturing fa- 
cilities were in 10 of the nation’s 
leading industrial cities and St. 
Louis was among the 10. 

Total value of all plants in St. 
Louis city was given at $256,- 
192,000, in St. Louis county, $1,- 
286,000, and in St, Charles county, 
$67,872,000. 

The west north central states, 
Which includes Missouri, hag re- 
ceived mostly ordnance plants for 
ammunition and explosives, the 
report stated. 

That region, with 6.5 per cent of 
the national total value of author- 
ized aircraft, aircraft engine and 
pparts facilities, had vast expan- 
sions and additions to plants in St. 
Louis, Kansas City, and in Wich- 
ita, Kan., the WPB asserted. 

Second in Ammunition Plants. 

The area was second in valua- 
tion of ammunition facilities au- 
thorized with 29 per cent of the 
national total. It was exceeded 
only by the east north central re- 
gion with 33 per cent. 

More than half of the west north 
central section’s valuation was in 
the St. Louis area with the rest in 
Minnesota and Iowa. 

The region also had 17.5 per cent

Flames Break Out Along 
Shore as Ship Guns 
Pound War Plants in 
‘Leisurely’ Cruise.

WITH HALSEY’S THIRD 
FLEET OFF JAPAN, July 18 
(AP)—The Hitachis, one of Ja- 
pan’s ruling industrial families, 
really took a beating from the 
powerful bombardment force of 
the United States Third Fleet to- 
day. ‘ 

Their name was over the front 
entrance of most of the vital war 
plants wrecked by the ships’ big 
guns as they steamed leisurely 
along the Japanese coast to a 
point nearly opposite Tokyo, hurl- 


ing more than 2000 tons of explo- 
sives shoreward. 

Engineering works, a steel plant, 
a copper refinery and an arms 
factory are now only rubble in the 
Hitachi industrial empire. 

The Third Fleet started pump- 

ing its shells toward the shore at 
11:10 o'clock last night and kept 
it up for 55 minutes, 
» For hours we were within fight- 
er plane range of Tokyo. During 
the bombardment we were within 
Six miles of the Honshu island 
shore. Yet at no time was any at- 
tempt made by the enemy to mo- 
lest us, either on the sea or in 
the air. 

We had numerous reports of un- 
identified planes, but if they were 
Japanese they were just having 
a “look-see” because nothing has 
attacked us up to the time this 
is written. That includes the entiré 
bombardment period, because the 
warships got away from shore 
fast when they were through 
shelling. 

“Fourth of July in Hell.” 

The weather was cold. There 
was fog and rain and virtually no 
visibility when the fleet went into 
action. Flames belching from 
huge guns tore the night into 
crimson tatters. 

This ship fired the first salvo 
and immediately afterward the 
other vessels cut loose. The best 


of Tokyo. 

The fleet has concealed its 
course behind radio silence since 
it broke off a 55-minute shelling 
at 12:05 a.m. today. 

The Japanese radio chattered 
of new attacks. One broadcast 
quoted an imperial Japanese com- 
munique as saying that 16 Al- 
lied warships bombarded Honshu’s 
east coast in the Tokyo area again 
for an hour at noon today. Tokyo 
said American and British car- 
riers sent 1500 planes back over 
the Tokyo area today, following 
up yesterday’s 1500-plane attack. 

The enemy admitted Japanese 
helplessness by stating that the 
Aiied fleet is “liable to attack us 
at any chosen time and place.” 

More than 2000 tons of explo- 
sives were showered on targets 
for 25 miles along the Honshu 
coast in the midnight bombard- 
ment. The fleet went about the 
job leisurely and kept its radio 
working as it hovered only six 
n.iles off shore. 

Devastating Results. 

Targets were picked carefully 
from Mito, 55 miles northeast of 
Toyko and 10 miles from the 
seacoast; to Hitachi and Sukega- 
wa, about 80 miles northeast of 
the capital, With no opposition, 
the results were devastating. 

Asscciated Press Correspondent 
James Lindsley, with the United 
States Third Fleet, reported that 
an engineering works, a_ steel 
plant a copper refinery and an 
arms factory along the coast were 
destroyed.

(AP)—-A United States military 
commission has sentenced two 
German police officers to hang 
for the murder of Technical Sgt. 
Donald Ley Hein of Baltimore, 
Md., who parachuted from a burn- 
ing bomber near Hanau on Dec. 
12, 1944. Four other Germans were 
acquitted in trials which lasted 
three days. 

The verdicts were announced 
yesterday. They are subject to 
review by Gen. George S. Pat- 
ton, United States Third Army 
commander. 

Those sentenced to death were 
Policeman William Haefner, who 
testified that he marched Hein to 
a woodg on the edge of Hanau 
and shot him in the back of the 
head with a-pistol, and Police 
Chief Albert Bury. 

Bury said he ordered Haefner 
to kill Hein in accordance with 
secret orders received last Octo- 
ber from higher authorities. 

Hein had parachuted from the 
bomber some two hours earlier 
and been taken to the police sta- 
tion by a gardener and a Ger- 
man soldier.

Arms output in July still is run- 
ning about 85 per cent of the 
March level, despite cut-backs. 
By the end of August the level! will 
be 80 per cent. 

The schedules are intended, 
WPB said, as “an aid to manufac- 
turers by outlining roughly the 
size of the job still to be done to 
achieve final victory.” Deepest 
cut in the one-front war schedule 
is in guns and fire-control equip- 
ment, in which December produc- 
tion will amount to only one third 
of the March output. 

Tanks and other combat and 
motor vehicles will drop 60 per 
cent. Smallest cut is in ammuni- 
tion, which has declined 14 per 
cem from March levels and will 
be steady the rest of the year. . 

Rockets will be increased to two | 
and one-half times the present 
production rate. The aircraft 
program as a whole is declining 
but jet planes face a steeply ris- 
ing schedule. ! 

The production rate for 1945 
after V-E day now is’ estimated 
at 4 per cént bélow the original 
estimates for one-front warfare, 
WPB said. Dollar value of pro- 
duction for the entire year has 
dropped from the $60,700,000,000 
scheduled in March to a July.

SLUSH INQUIRY 


Justice Department 
Studies Case Dropped 
After Federal Grand 


Jury Investigation. 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, July 18— The 
Department of Justice’s investiga- 
tion of the North American Co.'s 
connection with the slush fund 
operations of its subsidiaries, 
which fizzled out following the 
federal grand jury investigation 
at Springfield, Ill, in 1940, is 
quietly being revived, the 

Post-Dispatch has learned. 

The criminal division of the De- 
partment, under the new Attorney 
Gen. Tom C. Clark is understood 
to be proceeding with an intensive 
review of all the available evi- 
dence in the case, including the 
testimony before the Springfield 
grand jury. The law is being 
studied, particularly the conspir- 
acy statutes which might be ap- 
plicable to circumstances under 
which the North American Co. has 
escaped responsibility for the sins 
of its children. 

Following exposure of the $600,- 
000 slush fund of Union Electric 
Co., a North American subsidiary, 
the Department of Justice an- 
nounced a far reaching inquiry 
into the activities of the parent 
company. This was commenced 
in August 1940 at Springfield be- 
fore a special grand jury under 
the direction of Assistant Attor- 
ney General O. John Rogge, then 
in charge of the Criminal Divi- 
sion of the Department. 

SEC ‘Deferred’ Hearing. 

Previously, the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, which was 
active in uncovering the Union 
Electric slush fund, had _ an- 
nounced it would conduct a pub- 
lic hearing for further exposition 
of the political and business prac- 
tices of Union Electric and its af- 
filiated companies, and of its par- 
ent company. In view of the 
grand jury investigation the SEC 
“deferred” its public hearing and 
has never held it. 

The grand jury inquiry, initiated 
under conditions indicating that 
the Department of Justice con- 
sidered it “big time” stuff, dragged 
along for weeks. It resulted 
finally in the indictment of three 
minor officials of subsidiaries of 
North American and of two of 
the subsidiary corporations, Mis- 
souri Light and Power ‘Co. and 
Illinois Iowa Power Co, On pleas 
of guilty of violation of the cor- 
rupt practices section of the hold- 
ing company act, the two corpor- 
ations paid fines of $5000 each. 
Similar charges against the indi- 
viduals were dismissed. 

On indictments returned later 
at St. Louis for violations of the 
corrupt practices section of the 
holding company act, Union Elec- 
tric was fined $80,000 and its 
former president Louis H. Egan, 
was sentenced to two years in 
prison and fined $10,000. Found 
guilty in circuit court at St. 
Charles, Mo., of having violated 
the Missouri corrupt practices 
statute, Union Electric paid a fine 
of $175,000. 

Fogarty’s Testimony. 

On Dec. 16, 1943, the Post- 
Dispatch printed the fact that 
more than a year before that time

F. Fogarty, former president of 
North American and now chair-

HAVE a passion for definition before discussion. Therefore, I 
| ask “What was the Maginot line exactly?” : 

On this point there are still some serious ambiguities. There 
are many people even in France who believed the country lay shel- 
tered behind “La Ligne Maginot” and that it protected all our dan- 
gerous frontiers. To calm public opinion and*to give confidence, 
our governments never thought it necessary officially to correct this 


error. Our propaganda itself permitted the misconception to be 


ri eh ry 


uttered and believed, even though it fell to me finally to protest.. 
For I believe that in democracy, it is always necessary to proclaim 
truth, however disagreeable it may be. 


The name “Maginot line” was 
given after his death, a regret- 
table loss for us, to a system of 
permanent fortifications erected 
between 1929 and 1934 on our 
eastern frontier. (Gamelin’s refer- 
ence is to Andre Maginot who, 
after becoming French Minister 
of War in 1929, obtained the mon- 
ey to carry out fortification plans 
on which the military had been 
working for nine years.) Not that 
Maginot was the originator of it. 
It was worked out by a military 
commission headed by Gen. (Louis 
Adolphe) Guillaumat, one of our 
most remarkable leaders in the 
last war. His proposals were ap- 
proved by Marshal _ Petain, who 
also partially influenced the pre- 
liminary work, not so much in the 
installations themselves as in the 
drawing of the line; and by Pres- 
ident Painleve, who then was Min- 
ister of War. But it was Maginot 
who in 1929 and 1930 obtained 
from Parliament the necessary ap- 
propriations. 


Forts of Varying Strength. 


From a technical point of view, 
the system was composed of a 
series of installations, that is to 
say, forts of varying strength 
connected by casements. There 
were two “fortified fronts” be- 
tween the Rhine and the Luxem- 
bourg border which we _ called 
“the fortified zone of. the River 
Lauter” and “the fortified zone 
of Metz.” 

The first fortifications were ex- 
tended from the Rhine at the 
same level as the southeastern 
horn of the Haguenau forest, as 
far as the eastern slopes of the 
Vosges west of Bitche. The sec- 
ond extended from the upper val- 
ley of the Nitd toward Faulque- 
mont up to the old town of Thion- 
ville on the Moselle. A wide gap,

Franco's Declaration to Restore 
Monarchy Viewed as Attempt 
To Remain in Power in Spain 


Diplomats in Washington Think That, Bar- 
‘ring Outside Intervention, He Has Good 
Chance to Succeed in Move Which. Would 
Perpetuate Falangist Ideals.

RANCISCO FRANCO'S announced intention to restore a mon- 
F archy to Spain is regarded by diplomats here as a move de 

signed to maintain himself in power. They think also he has a 
fairly good chance of succeeding unless countries which are critical 
of his government because of its Nazi and Fascist connections in 
the war may take some overt action to unseat him. 


For some time now Franco's 
main political problem has been 
regarded by Spanish experts here 


as being to ride out the wrath 
which the Allied world and par- 
ticularly Russia have _ loosed 
against him. It is a question 
whether this storm will be stirred 
to the point-—possibly by Stalin at 
the Bre Three meeting at Pots- 
dam-—where Franco will be blown 
out of power. 

The Spanish dictator's an- 
nouncement to a meeting of his 
Falange at Madrid yesterday that 
Spain is entering a period of prep- 
aration for a monarchy which 
must guarantee the essentials of 
the Falange movement apparently 
means that he intends to give 
Spain the form of a new govern- 
ment without actually changing 
the substance of the present one. 

He said Spain wanted its inde- 
pendence coupled with “dignified 
co-operation” with other coun- 
tries. Recently Washington has 
made clear in several instances 
that it was not taking measures 
to co-operate with . Spain eco- 
nomically and even London has 


Nations voted at San Francisco 
to bar from their membership 
any government established with 
Nazi or Fascist aid. 

Washington’s basic policy to- 
ward Madrid is to keep hands off 
and see what happens. Unques- 
tionably there would be general 
jubilation here if Franco were 
overthrown but no one seems to 
have word of any forces within 
Spain powerful ,.enough to do it. 

There has been some specula- 
tion that Stalin would demand at 
Potsdam that the Big Three agree 
On a program to force Franco out 
of power. Others speculate, how- 
ever, that in an effort to mi@i- 
mize all European problems, in- 
cluding some touchy ones in east- 
ern Europe, Stalin will not make 
a fuss about Spain.

America’s Responsibility 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It has become commonplace to think 
of the United States as the greatest pow- 
er on earth. We have achieved great- 
ness in every aspect but one, and that 
the most important—moral greatness, In 
that we are something less than great. 

A continent in slavery, and a world 
threatened by it, looked to us for salva- 
tion. That salvation we gave, with our 
allies, by smashing the German war ma- 
chine. But let no one forget that it was 
moral force that beat Hitler—moral op- 
position to the Nazi regime created the 
material means for jits destruction. 

What have we done with the tremen- 
dous prestige and influence we have 
gained by our magnificent participation 
in this war? A great deal, but not 
enough, In Europe, one cannot say that 
justice has been done. War criminals re- 
main unpunished, and the greater the 
criminal, the greater the preferential 
treatment, as though the very magni- 
tude of the crime atoned for it. 

Every German house is literally a 
warehouse for stolen goods, every Ger- 
man farm a depot for stolen livestock 
and foodstuffs. Yet we make no at- 
tempt to return these stolen goods to 
their owners. On the contrary, we do 
everything we can to protect German 
possession of them. Yet the average 
civilian in liberated countries is more 
poorly fed and clothed than the German. 

It is common knowledge that all dur- 
ing the European campaign, German 
prisoners of war in our hands had a 
standard of living that starving Europe 
- could only dream about. Today these 
American-nourished prisoners are turned 
loose by the hundreds of thousands to 
sabotage our efforts in Germany, while 
the peoples of liberated nations still 
await the return of countless thousands 
of their men, It is neither a record nor 
a@ program to give the United States the 
moral prestige she deserveg. 

At home the situation seems even more 
tragic. With the whole world looking to 
America, to San Francisco, for the real- 
ization of world peace, it seems as though 
America has no faith in-world peace. 
Highly-placed individuals tell us that we 
will have another war because there al- 
ways has been war; we hear about the 
horrible weapons which will be used 
against us in the “next war”; we propose 
military conscription before this war is 
even over, before we have given the free 
peoples of the world a chance to achieve 
peace, ’ 

Some men would have us believe that 
nations with systems of government dif- 
ferent from our own have interests which 
cannot be reconciled to ours, even though 
we fought and bled together against a 
common enemy. Such attitudes are 
worse than stupid, they are treasonable. 
They make a mockery of the war we 
are fighting and betray the future. 

Let the saber-rattlers know that peace 
will be a dream only as¢long as men 
think it is a dream. When the world de- 
cides it really wants peace, we shall have 
peace. It is high time we rejected be- 
liefs in “necessary evils” and stopped 
scoffing at the things we really want as 
being “unobtainable.” 

Our nation has stood for the highest 
in human thought and action for over 
150 years. t us rise even higher and 
become the moral leaders of a world that 
looks to us to save the future,

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As Japan’s D-day Nears 


The Japanese insist they are ready for a long 
war. But at the moment, less than two and a 
half months after the end of the war in Europe, 
with redeployment barely begun, they are being 
hammered with a weight of Allied power that 
rivals—in some ways surpasses—anything hurled 
against the Germans up to the climactic weeks 
that ended with unconditional surrender. 

The handwriting of the inevitable finish is on 
Tokyo’s walls, so it is not surprising that Acting 
Secretary of State Grew admits informal peace 
feelers have been received. These feelers can 
scarcely come from Japan’s people, who are 
powerless to act; or from the Militarists, who are 
too fanatically blind to see. But what of the 
business interests that dominate the country’s 
economic scene? 

A handful of family firms, such as the Mitsui, 
Mitsubishi and Sumimoto, control some 70 per 
cent of Japan's trade and industry. They are 
hand in glove with the militarists, but they know 
better than the professional soldier clique what 
ruin a protracted war will bring upon the coun- 
try. 
of the peace overtures, it has good reasons. 

Our B-29s and now our carrier-based planes, 
in waves totaling 2000 aircraft in a day, are 
making rubble of Jap cities and war plants. This 
the Germans experienced, and they can tell ghe 
Japs what losses and what a tremendous post- 
war job of reconstruction the air blows meant. 


The Germans did not experience something . 


the Japs now are undergoing—the spectacle of a 
powerful fleet steaming up to.their coasts at 
point after point and turning its great guns to 
blast their steel mills and other war facilities to 
destruction. Hitler’s fighters could at least pro- 
tect their shores, but the Jap Air Force and 
fleet have been conspicuous by their absence, 
while Jap coastal defenses seem non-existent. 

The Nazi experience of losing a swollen em- 
pire of conquest is béing duplicated in the 
Asiatic war, again with the accompaniment of 
proud boasts swallowed and huge losses in men 
and equipment. Each loss of an island or an 
archipelago—the Marshalls, the Marianas, the 
Philippines, Iwo Jima, Okinawa—provides a de- 
termined enemy with new bases for the final 
attack on the home empire, and brings him 
closer to his sworn destination. 

Yet the Japanese, while Cabinets fall and hasty 
preparations to meet invasion are made by the 
Mikado’s advisers, still boast that they are pre- 
pared for a long war. No doubt they are. Few 
of our military men go so far as to predict a 
quick finish. The Foreign Economic Administra- 
tion says a large part of Japan’s industrial re- 
sources remains intact, and key raw materials 
are still available in adequate quantities. The 
Jap air fleet may be shrunken to impotence, the 
Navy may be so crippled that it can only lurk in 
hidden ports, but we have not yet met the main 
body of our enemy’s Army, and Japan’s man- 
power ‘Temains a huge reservoir. 

However, the fact remains that a long war 
means ruin for Japan; that a long resistance, 
no matter how savage, cannot stave off the in- 
evitable defeat. 

It is not as if American forces and those of the 
other Allies would become discouraged by the 
prospect of a long war and withdraw or make a 
compromise peace. We have never planned on 
anything but a long war. Our leaders, with their 
people solidly back of them, have resolved that 
total victory is the only possible goal, and that 
we will continue the fight to the finish. 

Let the Japs count the cost, not only in ruined 
cities but in soldiers’ lives. At Okinawa, scene 
of their most desperate stand, American losses 
were 11,260 killed, while Jap losses were 90,401 
killed. Comparing ground forces alone, 13 Japs 
were killed there for every American killed or 
missing. In the Pacific campaign up to that 
point, the ratio was 15 to 1, 

The figures would represent tremendous losses 
even for victories. But they are Japanese de- 
feats, made all the more disastrous by the fact 
that the defender ordinarily has every advantage. 

One injunction is being driven home by all our 
spokesmen: Surrender does not mean destruc- 
tion. But swift events are driving home another 
injunction: Resistance does mean destruction. 

D-day for Japan is not far away. We can 
invade at any time “with no trouble at all,” Lt. 
Gen. Geiger said two weeks ago. The current 
fleet attacks are the “pre-invasion stage” of the 
war, Adm. Nimitz said yesterday. 

Yes, the Japs may be ready for a long war. 
They may be able to inflict frightful casualties 
upon our invading forces, in their home islands 
and in China. But the outcome, as in Europe, 
is not in doubt. 

For the price of their long war, the Japs will 
inherit a ruined country, wrecked cities, dev- 
astated factories, a decimated population, a 
more drastic peace than if they surrender be- 
fore our landing craft scrape up on the beaches 
of some Nipponese Normandy. 

The decision, surrender ‘or ruin, is up to the 
Japs.

Dangers From DDT 


The elimination of chiggers from Ozark resorts 
and of mosquitoes from seaside areas through 
use of the new all-out insecticide, DDT, is a 
fascinating prospect, but it isn’t without its 
handicaps jand even perils. 

Its use in ridding tropical areas of insect pests, 
and so making them habitable for our fighting 
forces, has proved that the preparation does all 
that is claimed for it. There is a principle called 
the balance of nature, however, that must not 
be overlooked when DDT becomes available in 
quantities for the home front. 

Not all insects are harmful; some are benefi- 
cial. They provide food for birds, and some of 
them, such as bees, carry the pollen which fer- 
tilizes many plants and useful trees. If DDT 
is applied indiscriminately, scientific authorities 
are warning, it may result in a stoppage of plant 
production and an exodus or the killing of game 
and song birds. 

The value of DDT in war and peace will be 
tremendous. Brig. Gen. James S. Simmons of 
the Surgeon General's office says: “It will ex- 
ceed even penicillin in its. ultimate usefulness 


If this business group is indeed the source. 
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in the preservation of health and the saving 
of human lives.” But, because of the dangers 
that surround this powerful drug, safeguards to 
regulate its use will obviously be necessary. 
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Time for Action, Mr. Mayor

ing situation. “" 


Here are the facts: 

1, Veterans are still getting the “runaround,” 
despite pious talk and good intentions. Even to 
make a beginning toward returning to full civil- 
ian-citizenship status, a veteran must trot from 
place to place, making out lengthy forms for 
days on end, Getting the right job or the right 
educational opportunities to suit his talents 
largely is left to luck, often bad luck. 

2. The most promising attempt to remedy this 
situation—the Information and Referral Center 
—is a well-meaning but inadequate plan that has 
yet to become a reality. It is too private. It is 
limited in vision and objective. 

3. The great difficulty in St. Louis, however, 
has not been a lack of desire to ‘“‘do something 
for the boys.” What has been lacking is a 
willingness on‘the part of each public and pri- 
vate agency involved in the veterans’ problem 
to forget its own petty interests in the united 
effort. 

To remedy this situation, Mayor Kaufmann 
should, at the earliest opportunity—and speak- 
ing with an aroused public opinion behind him— 
call: tegether the representatives of all organiza- 
tions. and agencies set up to help the veteran, 
including the Referral Center group. He should 
call in the veterans themselves. Then the Mayor 
should do some determined talking, and present 
a plan, 

His plan should include making use of every 
existing facility which can be of service to the 
returned veteran. The plan should include the 
appointment of a strong, super-administrative 
body composed of the best possible representa- 
tives of the private and public agencies them- 
selves. THis master committee should be charged 
with the task of harnessing the separate and 
scattered. efforts in behalf of the veteran ‘into 
a unified program that makes simple sense. 

This program must include not a “referral” 
center but a Community Center where veterans 
will want to go to get their paper work done, to 
get their personal problems—including their 
housing problems—solved, and to get real career 
guidance aimed at putting every man in the 
place where he fits best. 

Let’s organize the community’s resources and 
meet is problem before the rumble of the 
voices ofvdissatisfied veterans becomes a roar, 
and the division between civilian-citizen and 
veteran-citizen grows. Mayor Kaufmann can 
handle the veteran problem now. Later, he may 
not be able to.

« Original-cost appraisal—adjusted in this in- 
stance, of course, to wring out any water left 
from the old days—is a progressive step by the 
State. It has the advantage, moreover, of plac- 
ing Missouri’s rate-making on the same basis as 
FPC’s. And because this method is mainly a 
matter of keeping adequate books on plant and 
equipment, it raises the hope that the commis- 
sion will order that the valuation process be 
continuous hereafter, It would then be compara- 
tively simple to determine the reasonableness or 
adequacy of rates at the close of every year or 
other fiscal period, obviating any future neces- 
sity for probing into the, distant past. 

Perpetual valuation, of course, is the intention 
of the FPC’s recommended uniform system of 
accounts. It was urged on the Missouri com- 
mission as long as 12 years ago and is being ar- 
gued this year by the Missouri Municipal League 
as a reason in support of its bill to make original 
cost the statutory standard. It is clearly in ‘the 
interest of the public. 
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British business men who want empire prefer- 
ences in international trade are falling into the

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Farce Comedy 

Farce comedy at its funniest was found at the 
hearing before the Public Service Commission 
concerning the cancellation of telephone service 
to the handbook industry. An unemployed brick- 
layer admits he subscribes to the Pioneer News 
Service at $25 a week, and admits further that 
he pays $28 a month for two telephones. He 
blandly explains this is because he likes to get 
the sport news by telephone in his basement 
“where it is cool.” That would be a nice diver- 
sion, 

Previously Gully Owen, head of the race in- 
formation service, presented a similar picture 
of wide-eyed innocence. Yes, he said, his serv- 
ice distributes information on horse-racing, but 
Gully said he did not know to what use this in- 
formation was put. 

The question before the commission is wheth- 
er telephone service for race track gambling pur- 
poses should be discontinued. At a time when 
thousands of people are inconvenienced because 
no phones are available for legitimate business 
and private reasons, to say nothing of essential 
war purposes, we should not think the Public 
Service Commission would have much trouble 
deciding this case,

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Price Control’s Real Test Is Ahead

OPA chief welcomes close co-operation with Secretary Anderson, 
is gratified at holding the line against inflation so far, but warns 
that the showdown will come in the next 12 months; four major 
tasks must be mastered to prevent runaway prices, he declares.

The revised Price Control Act, approved 
by the Congress on Mine 30 for one more 
year is, it seems to me, a very fine piece of 
legislation, I believe the amendments to 
it are conatructive. 

Many groups came to Washington = re- 
questing drastic changes, Il am told that 
only in rare instances have pressure groups 
and their lobbyists been so active. Every 
citizen with a complaint, justified or other- 
wise, had an opportunity to tell his or her 
story. The fact that a good act was finally 
passed is, I believe, an. unusual tribute to 
the functioning of our democratic system. 


I am particularly pleased at the selection 
of Clinton Anderson as Secretary of Agri- 
culture. We are working on a close pro- 
gram of day-to-day co-operation. I have 
assured him of the complete support and 
co-operation of the entire OPA organiza- 
tion in the difficult task which confronts 
him. He gave me similar assurance as to 
the Department of Agriculture, 


Our Liquid Assets Threaten Us 


OPA has had a difficult and thankless 
task. Some people have told me that in 
their opinion our job from the beginning 
was theoretically impossible. It was their 
belief that inflation was an inevitable con- 
sequence of war, and there was little prac- 
tical that.could be done to prevent it. 


The fact remains that inflation has been 
controlled in the face of the greatest infla- 
tionary pressure that this country hag ever 
seen. We have maintained a relatively sta- 
ble price level and a healthy economy. 

But the real test will be in the next 12 
months. It was just at this time that we 
lost the fight against inflation in World 
War I. Today, with more than 300 billion 
dollars in liquid assets threatening our 
economic stability, we will need all our 
courage and good judgment if we are to 
come through safely. 


Our problems are made tougher by the 
fact that the nation as a whole has grown 
somewhat weary of war and the regulations 
and red tape that go with war, We are 
tired of Government regimentation, weary 
of bureaucrats. 

As I see it, we have four major tasks: 


1. We must make sure that the prices on 
basic commodities which go to make up the 
cost of living are kept frem shooting up- 
ward, That means rents, clothing, food and 
other essentials. If these prices move up- 
ward, wages must certainly follow, and an 
ever-increasing inflationary spiral will most 
certainly result, 


Production the Real Answer 


2. We must establish prices on items 
which are now going into peacetime produc- 
tion for the first time in three or four years. 
We must make certain these prices are fair 
to the public and the manufacturer, 


The final answer to the inflationary dan- 
gers which confront us is production, and 
more production. Bottlenecks in .reconver- 
sions are inevitable. I assure you again 
that the OPA will not be one of them, 

I must say, however, that regardless of 
how fair the prices set-by OPA may be, or 
how promptly they are established, there 
will be some few groups which will use 
every possible means to force OPA to give 
prices completely out of line with the costs, 
Regardless of the prices which we estab- 
lish, there will be some who will claim that

they are unfair. They will make demagogic 
appeals to force still further increases. 


I: have discussed this point with responsi- 
ble business leaders, It is their feeling and 
mine that our beat d@fense against this 
Kroup will be the overpowering force of 
responsible business and public opinion 
Standing firmly behind our efforts. 


We are particularly concerned that small 
business receive all possible consideration. 
That is why we have allowed all reconvert- 
ing firms under $200,000 annual volume to 
set their own ceiling prices according to a 
formula which we are giving them. 


Must Control Black Markets 


3. We must maintain the firmest possi- 
ble grip on the black-market situation. 
Black markets, as you w, are the in- 
evitable consequence of war shortages in 
all countries, The fact that they have been 
a lesser problem in the United States so 
far is a real tribute to our people. 


During the past year we have eliminated 
a dangerous black market in gasoline, Dur- 
ing the last two months we have substanti- 
ally reduced the one in meat, with some 
2700 cases already brought before the Fed- 
eral courts since the middle of May. More 
than 9000 black-market slaughterers have 
been put out of business in the last six 
weeks: 

However, our enforcement task is per- 
haps the greatest ever undertaken by a 
Federal agency, and the staff available to 
us is small. Regardless of our best efforts, 
the final test on whether black markets 
will be kept under control rests with the 
general public, The final complete answer 
to our black markets will come from the 
righteous indignation of our business men 
and from the general public. 


Critical Struggle Is at Hand 


4. We must drop controls just as rapidly 
as we can, and let me say right here with 
emphasis that there is no group quite so 
anxious to drop them as we in OPA are. 

As our peacetime production is stepped 
up, supplies will gradually come in balance 
with demand, first in one field, then an- 
other. As quickly as this occurs, price con- 
trols in that area will be eliminated, Rent 
control will be dropped area by area as 
rapidly as circumstances permit. I believe 
that during the coming year price control 
will end on many products. 

Let me repeat that in my opinion the 
next 12 months will constitute one of the 
greatest testsgé¢hat we have ever faced. 
We are now 6n the last important stage as 
far as price control is goncerned. In this 
last stage, the final victory over wartime 
inflation can be either won or lost.

Three Leaders of South Africa 
In Its Dramatic Era of Crisis 


*‘Against These Three,” by Stuart Cloete. (Houghton 

Mifflin & Co., Boston.) 

The name of the author of this history of 
the critical period in the development of 
present-day South Africa suggests at once 
his Dutch ancestry and the British political 
organization of which his people have be- 
come a part. 

Stuart Cloete, whose forebears were 
among the earliest settlers of the Cape of 
Good Hope, has written a number of novels 
dealing with the Boers in their relation to 
the British, In writing this readable his- 
tory, he has indulged in the noveliat’s free- 
dom of style. His opinions are at times 
more prominent than the personalities of 
his characters, Details are sometimes in- 
troduced where they will serve to confirm 
his judgmerits rather than where they 
would best fit the sequence of events.

The dramatic history of South Africa in 
the last quarter of the nineteenth century 
is comprehended in the lives of three men: 
Cecil Rhodes, whose dream of a Cape-to- 
Cairo railway is still unfulfilled; Paul Kru- 
ger, last President of the Dutch Republic, 
which was expensively conquered by the 
British in the Boer War of 1898-1902, and 
Lobengula, last King of the Kaffirs. 

Lobengula has in other accounts been 
portrayed as a crafty, obese savage, trapped 
by his own cupidity into forfeiture of his 
lands through concessions of mineral rights. 
In. this book he becomes a redoubtable 
jungle perro 

The character of Oom Paul Kruger, stub- 
bornly defending the agrarian way of life 
against the power of concentrated wealth, 
is kindly dealt with. His compatriot here 
represents him as a champion of democra- 
cy, although as a matter of history, Boer 
democracy never implied renunciation of 
the enslavement of Hottentots and Kaffirs. 

. * * 

Cecil Rhodes suffers by comparison. A 
believer in government by the elite, he felt 
fully justified in using his power to farther 
his own prestige and that of the British 
Empire. The author sees him as a Fascist, 
the archetype of Hitler, an example of the 
man of power in a decadent Western civil- 
ization envisioned by Oswald Spengler. 

Such generalization is startling, but it 
fails to do justice to the constructive genius 
of Rhodes, It disregards the intensity with 
which the European powers struggled for 
possessions in Africa, and it wrongly as- 
sesses the blame for errors committed by 
his associates, such as those of Dr. Jame- 
son, remembered chiefly for the abortive 


' raid on Johannesburg in 1895. 


It was time that was against these three. 
Lobengula was the last of his line. Rhodes 
died before his dream of a united South 
Africa was realized. Kruger did not live to 
see the rise of Boer prestige which today 
is represented by a man whom history may 
accord a stature even greater than his own 
—Jan Christiaan Smuts.

That was both his talent and his 
weakness. Neither Mr. Truman 
nor Mr. Byrnes has that talent,

Friendship With Snyder. 


Having carried the reorganiza- 
tion of his official family a long 
way already, the President will 
complete the task on his return. 
John W. Snyder has been named 
to the Office of War Mobilization 
and’ Reconversion vacated by the 
newly appointed Secretary of the 
Treasury, Fred M, Vinson. 

One of Truman’s first moves 
after he stepped into the White 
House was to name Snyder head 
of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation. Between the two 
men there is mutual trust and 
confidence based on a friendship 
growing out of World War I. This 
personal friendship would serve 
the. two men well in working to- 
gether as closely as would be 
necessary with Snyder in the of- 
fice of War Mobilizer. 


Printed reports have had Vin- 
son moving the OWMR office with 
him to the Treasury. That would 
be asking for trouble. The. job 
waiting for the new Secretary of 
the Treasury should keep him 
jumping for a long time to come. 
As Vinson indicated in his recent 
OWMR report, the whole Federal 
tax structure must be overhauled 
from top to bottom; and Vinson, 
who has the confidence of Con- 
gress, is the man to do it. 


Wallace Has Doubts. 


The real fight against inflation, 
against a price level that could 
wreck the best plans for reconver- 
sion, is still ahead. Too many 
people, some of them in high 
places in government, have as- 
sumed that prosperity will come 
automatically out of the vast ac- 
cumulation of savings, on the one 
hand, and needs and desires for

Truman polled the members of his 
Cabinet on what they thought the 
outlook was for prosperity after 
Japan is defeated. 

With only one or two excep- 
tions, the members of the Presi- 
dent’s official family said they 
saw a long era of high prosperity 
ahead. The chief exception was 
Secretary of Commerce Henry A. 
Wallace. Wallace expressed some 
doubts which were ignored in the 
general chorus of optimism. He 
said firmly that he belicved post- 
war prosperity called for careful 
planning on the part of govern- 
ment; it would not come auto- 
matically.

One reason for the recent rash 
of strikes is the bite that rising 
prices and scarcities put on the 
pay envelope. We have more in- 
flation in this country now than 
any of the measuring sticks show. 
These are the headaches Presi- 
dent Truman will face when he re- 
turns. He is going to need all the 
help he can possibly get from men 
whom he trusts. There is no guar- 
antee that we will pass automati- 
cally from a war boom to peace- 
time prosperity.

But suddenly, in the fall of last 
year, the Foreign Office wrote 
Schmeling and asked him to visit 
the American POW camps. He

FRANZ’S REAL SPECIALTY, which he is too 
modest to mention, is fine acting and as one of 
the few non-singing character actors at the 
Muny Opera he has managed to raise thespian 
standards considerably in all of his appearances 
for the past two seasons.

The Record Makers

ENNY GOODMAN'S elarineting is as faultless and sparkling 

as ever. Proof is “Clarinade,” a new Columbia waxing by. 

B.G.’s band and the best of the week. An opus by Mel 
Powell, Goodman’s ex-pianist now with the Glenn Miller band 
in Europe, “Clarinade” is mainly B.G.’s polished improvisations, 
sprinkled with a few band dynamics. Despite cries of com- 
mercial from jazz purists, it is a marvelous exhibition of 
musicianship, recalls Goodman's Okeh waxing of “Clarinet a la 
King.” Flipover is the “Carousel” number, “June Is Bustin’ 
Out All Over,” sung above average by Kay Penton. Charlie 
Queener’s piano and Mike Bryan’s guitar provide bright solos, 
but it will be surprising if this record puts the song over with 
a bang. Also Columbia is Kay’ Kyser’s introduction of “Rose- : 
mary,” a potential ballad hit. Michael Douglas sings it nicely 
and Deacon Dunn inserts some of his mellow tenor saxing. The 
reverse—wow! It’s a novelty, “Horses Don’t Bet on People,” 
which accents corny singing by Clyde Rogers, a trombone solo 
played to sound like that of a beginner, even some jew’s harp 
background, Only a sock passage near the end by the band 
saves the record from being a complete op manning the 
public will probably eat it up. 
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JESS STACY, a star pianist, has a new band now breaking 
in at Virginia Beach, It isn’t this crew of nondescripts, how- 
ever, which does Stacy’s first Victor platter. Instead, such 
studio men as Bob Haggart, bass; Bill Butterfield, trumpet, 
and Buddy De Franco, clarinet, add the professional touch. 
The A side, “Daybreak Express,” spotlights Stacy’s piano on a 
number sounding like something from Frankie Carle and which 
Les Brown and Jimmy Dorsey have recorded. Reverse is the 
comeback tune, “It’s Only a Paper Moon,” sung by Stacy’s wife, 
Lee Wiley. It’s here that Jess sounds like himself at the key- 
board, Stacy, incidentally, was T. Dorsey’s pianist until several 
weeks ago. Perry Como’s newest Victor disc pairs “Till the 
End\of Time,” based on Chopin’s Polonaise, which went over 
so well in “A Song to Remember,” and another up-tempo ditty 
apt to equal the success of Perry’s “I'm Gonna Love That Gal.” 
This one is “(Did You Ever Get) That Feeling in the Moon- 
sire a and comes off one of the best of all Como discs. With 
all its talent available, Victor gives its first post-ban album of 
four 10-inch records to Sammy Kaye's band. Contents are eight 
Stephen Foster songs, with “Swanee River” deserving of men- 
tion, 
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GLEN GRAY and the Casa Loma outfit, for Decca, do the 
ballad “While You’re Away,” sung by nomadic Skip Nelson, and 
“Gotta Be This Or That.” Tempo of the latter is too slow and 
“Fats” Daniels’ vocal isn’t enough to pull it out of the dol- 
drums. ... Note to B.J.: Yes, Krupa’s “That Drummer’s Band” 
is a pre-ban waxing. Eldridge is still with Shaw. ... To R.F:: 
The Armstrong-like trumpet solo on Jo Stafford’s “Sunny Side 
of the Street” (Capitol) is by Ray Linn, one of Hollywood's 
crack studio men.

Fashions of Other Eras 
Reappear in,Fall Show

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NEW YORK, July 18. 

O many ghosts of other fash- 
§ ion eras made their appear- 

ance at the Fall Fashion Show- 
ings presented yesterday in con- 
nection with the fifth National 
Press Week of the New York 
Dress Institute that onlookers felt 
as though they were witnessing a 
melodrama, Foremost in the list 
of ghosts was that of the uneven 
hemline, which most women hoped 
never would appear again. Second 
came the hobble drapery, while 
not far behind in the parade of 
revivals leered a weird collection 
of gaiters. Leg o’ mutton sleeves, 
swag draperies, panniers, corse- 
lets and profusions of ostrich 
feathers were other past perform- 
ers starring in the autumn style 
premiere, 

We had been hearing f#umors of 
the uneven hemline t no one 
was prepared for its complete ac- 
ceptance by Anna Miller, designer 
who has become noted for creat- 
ing wearable fashions. She had 
several versions of it, Outstanding 
was a black satin dinner dress 
which not only was slashed and 
dipped at the back of the skirt 
but added an extravagant bustle. 
Herbert Sondheim has warned us 
of hobble drapery in his collection 
but Miss Miller went much farther 
in her interpretation of skirts, 
swathing the knees and dipping to 
off lengths at unexpected places. 
This designer termed her drapery 
polonaise and its dramatic empha- 
sis was highlighted by the alliance 
of dashing accessories, including 
most astonishing Dache hats, In 
striking contrast to these leisure 
time fashions she presented a col- 
lection of two-tone woolen dresses 
and some cleverly styled border 
themes, 

Jo Copeland,-who has been rec- 
ognized as an exponent of lady-like 
fashions, kept in tune with her 
theme by the indorsement of rich 
fabrics, handsome jeweled orna- 
mentation and _ restrained _ sil- 
houettes. Fishtail ripples on jack- 
ets, pannier pouffs on skirts, and 
some unusual pleated effects were 
among her ways of injecting the 
feeling of more fullness into her 
costumes. She used rounded 
shoulders to some extent but more 
impressive was her favoritism for 
sleeves with rather high shelf full- 
ness at the shoulders, This collec- 
tion featured many swag draperies 
not only in skirts but in bodices. A 
new dull surfaced satin with the 
look of‘silk jersey was her contri- 
bution to material highlights. 
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High gaiters stole the show in 
the Anthony Blotto collection and 
more than one spectator who had 
splashed all day in a pouring rain 
getting from one showroom to an- 
other, wished for a pair of these 
protectors or for the high Rus- 
sian boots, also on display. The 
most sensational gaiters were em- 
broidered with glittering beads to 
match gauntlet cuffs of gloves 
and were fastened with fascinat- 
ing zippers at the back. These

gaiters were worn with tailored 
suits and with enveloping coats 
that had detachable hoods, The 
Blotto suits were beautifully exe- 
cuted as is customary in the de- 
signing of this house, but who 
could be interested in simple 
tailleurs when such novel foot- 
wear was on exhibition. Waist- 
lines were lower and jackets there- 
fore also were cut longer. Skirts 
likewise had an inch or two more 
length. 


Variety was introduced into the 
style features by the inclusion of 
an accessory show, a_ junior 
fashion promenade and a beauti- 
fying finale. Convincing proof 
was offered that no woman is 
completely outfitted these days 
without ensembles of costume jew- 
a drawer full of jeweled 
belts and enough scarfs to whip 
up a blouse, a gilet or a bustle 
transformation for a simple frock 
within the space of a few minutes. 
The vogue of dog collars and 
matching belts was emphasized in 
this showing, so even Fido won't 
be safe as long as styles keep up 
the present pace. 
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One of the most refreshing col- 
lections of clothes seen thus far 
was that of Emily Wilkens, young 
teen-age designer, who has en- 
tered the prize-winning classifica- 
tion with her distinguished brain 
children. Bolero suits made of 
bright woolens and _ corduroys, 
jumper frocks, pageboy touches 
to jacket costumes, and shepherd- 
ess bodices, were among the inter- 
esting ideas used by this designer. 
There was-a sophistication about 
the styles but vivacity was not 
overlooked. Cottons were stressed 
for year-round practical wear with 
plaid themes noted often. Carnival 
purple and yellow were among 
the favored colors, but black was 
shown in young versions, 

Climaxing the showing was a 
wedding procession with bride and 
bridesmaids carrying wedding 
ring -touquets and the _ entire 
group gowned in velvet. Contrib- 
uting much to the interest of this 
fashion show were the young 
models, gay and completely unaf- 
fected. a welcome contrast from 
the slinking, unnatural posing of 
the more experienced and more 
adult models of the other show- 
ings.

All Children 
Should Learn 


How to Swim 
By Angelo Patri 


LL children, boys and girls 
A itive should learn to swim. 

For them swimming is great 
fun and they love it. We who 
help them learn how to take care 
of: themselves in the water know 
that we are preparing them to 
help themselves and others in 
emergency. 

As in all training the best time 
to begin is when the child is very 
young, as soon as he is able to 
walk well. Start gently. The 
worst way possible is to toss him 
into the water and tell him to get 
himself out again as best he may.. 
That frightens the child and sets 
his mind against any further ex- 
perience with the water. He must 
not be afraid of it if he is ever 
to learn to feel sure of himself in 
the deep water. 

SET THE little one dressed in 
woolen bathing suit on the beach 
close to the water, If he shows 
fear seat him at a comfortable 
distance and let him watch other 
children enjoying the water 
games. Don’t urge him to join 
them but encourage him at the 
first sign of willingness to get 
closer, 

When he has become accus- 
tomed to the water so that he 
paddles about in it, it is time to 
take him for a ride in it. Take 
him on your back and swim a 
short distance with him and bring 
him back to shore. Make the ride 
brief so that he wants more and 
promise him another ride tomor- 
row. It will not be long before he 
is swimming under your strong 
arm. Hold him up. Don’t duck 
him, don’t do anything that is 
likely to shake his confidence in 
himself, or you, or the water. 

MANY MOTHERS are afraid to 
let their children go swimming in 
the pool in the brook, or off the 
docks. Many boys have had to 
learn how to swim in secret. That 
is never helpful to anybody con- 
cerned. It dampens the child's 
enthusiasm, it cuts off a happy 
communication between him and 
his parents. All children ‘love to 
tell how they are doing in sports. 
When they are encouraged they 
do better and thrive better. 

It is always best to have some 
able person in charge of ‘swim- 
ming particularly in pools cor 
along shores where depths or cur- 
rents might prove too much for 
the beginners. On large bodies of 
water, the lakes and the shores of 
the sea it is neGessary to have 
some able-bodied swimmer who is 
trained in the work to stand by 
with a boat and a couple of life 
preservers. 

All of the children who have 
learned to swim should bo trained 
in life saving methods so that 
they can be of real service in time 
of trouble.

Graft Surrounds Duce's Mistress 


Scandal Has Become a National Problem, Writes Ciano in His Diary 


This is the twenty-first install- 
ment from the dairy of Count 
Ciano, Musf@olini’s son-in-law and 
Italy’s Foreign Minister.

S Italy blundered on toward 
ruin and collapse, the family 
of Mussolini’s mistress, Clar 
etta Petacci, emerged more and 
more as a sinister, selfish, thiev 
ing influence in the country’s 
tottering society, it is plain from 
the dairy of Mussolini’s son-in-law 
and foreign minister, Count Ciano. 

Even Mussolini’s sister, the eld- 
erly Donna Edvige, became 
alarmed to the point where she de- 
termined to speak out to Il Duce. 
Ciano admitted to the privacy of 
his own records that the family 
had become a “national problem.” 

International affairs’ continued 
to go badly. At Hitler’s head- 
quarters, Ciano heard it said re- 
peatedly that “America is a big 
bluff.” It was to him the whistling 
of small boys past the graveyard: 

Ciano wrote: 

March 19— ‘“Pavolini (minister 
of popular enlightment) returns 
from a conversation with Goebbels 
(Nazi propaganda minister) and 
paints a dark picture of Ger- 
many’s situation. He spoke of a 
crisis in the regime, and of ‘walk- 
ing on the edge of a razor.’ 
They no longer talk of beating 
Bolshevism. They will be satisfied 
if they reach the Caucasus, 


“Pavolini related a funny story. 
When Goebbels sent Farinacci 
(Fascist secretary) a bust of Hit- 
ler, the bust was brought by the 
gauleiter of Essen, who pretends 
to speak Italian, but doesn’t. In 
delivering it, he said: ‘Your ex- 
cellency, Minister Goebbels has 
entrusted me to bring you questa 
busta (this envelope, something 
empty without original ideas), 
Goebbels is the first to laugh 
about it.” 

March 24—“I brought Il Duce 
a report by Luciolli on Germany 

. He explains how politics was 
unable to assist the military con- 
quest, They talked much about a 
New Order, but did nothing to 
bring it into being. The whole of 
Europe languishes under German 
occupation, 

“Luciolli mentions the fact that 
in Germany they now think of 
eventual defeat. For this reason 
they ‘want-all the countries of the 
continent exhausted, so that even 
in defeat. the Germans will be 
relatively -stronger. Il Duce was 
struck by the idea, and said that 
by the end of 1943 be intends to 
have 15 divisions in the valley 
of the Po (northern Italy), 

Merch 28 — “Distribution of 
gold medals to fallen aviators. 
Balbo’s son (Air Marshal Balbo 
was shot down by Italian anti- 
aircraft fire at Tobruk in 1941) 
who doesn’t look like his father, 
but remembers him very well, re- 
ceived his father’s medal without 
batting an eye, pale and proud. 

“Then it was the turn of 
Bruno's widow (Mussolini's son, 
Bruno was killed in an air- 
plane crash Aug 7, 1941). Mus- 
solini’s expression was stonelike 
and didn’t change.. He decorat- 
ed Bruno’s wife, the wife of his 
Bruno, as though she were any 
one among those who have been 

left alone, Someone asked is II 
Duce superhuman, or inhuman? 
He is neither. He simply was 
conscious that any weakness on 
his part would have been echoed 
in a thousand hearts . : 

“In Venice there have been the 
first popular demonstrations 
against the bread shortage. . 
Il Duce was resentful and _ sad, 
and ordered that the crowds be 
scattered by police using Bheathed 
swords,” 

March 29—‘"Gastaldi, the former 
federal secretary in Turin, comes 
to me with a story of his argu- 
ments with a partner. Up to this 
point there is nothing bad, but as 
usual the Petacci family is con- 
cerned, and people gossip about it.

April 1—“Il Duce has learned 
from an industrialist that this 
saying is current in Germany: 
‘In two months we shall win the 
war against Russia, in four 
months against England, and in 
four days against Italy.’” 

Apri? 5 — “Del Drago returns 
from Paris. In Berlin there is 
nothing new on the surface. In 
some German circles he was told 
that after the offensive on the 
eastern front, which practically 
will liquidate the Russians, they 
are hoping for a compromise peace 
with the Anglo-Saxons.” 

April 6—“‘When Goering was in 
Rome we spoke of the possibility 
of returning certain Italian paint- 
ings now in France, particularly 
those belonging to Jews which 
were sequestered by the Germans. 

“Among the names mentioned 
was that of Rothschild who 
owned many Boldinis. Today 
Goering sent me a Boldini as a 
gift, and his letter began as fol- 
lows: ‘Unfortunately, there was 
nothing left in the Rothschild 
home.’ . If this letter is found 
some day, it will appear that it 
was I who instigated him to sack 
the homes of the Jews and that 
he was sorry he had arrived too 
late.”

PRIL 9—“Alfieri (ambassador 
to Berlin) has come to Rome 
on leave. He does not report 
anything especially important, but 
is less optimistic than usual... 
On the other hand, the declarations 
made in the greatest confidence 
by Bismarck (Nazi minister in 
Rome) are most interesting. 
“Germany must have peace by 
October, no matter how things go, 
he said. The army cannot and 
will not take the offensive at this 
time. . It has had its spinal 
column broken by the removal of 
its best military leaders, There 
is consternation in the party. 
Himmler himself, who was an ex- 
tremist in the past, wants a com- 
promise peace. England will be 
ripe for negotiations, especially if 
there is a possibility of collabora- 
tion by the Germans against the 
Japanese in Asia.

In Trieste the 
other night, the under-secretary 
of the postal service had to be put 
into his train through the window. 
... The government hasn't gained 
in prestige.” 

April 11—“Mussolini visits the 
Society of the Friends of Japan. 
More and more he likes to refer 
to himself as ‘the first friend. of 
Japan in the world.’ ... De Peppo 
(ambassador to Turkey) says the 
Turkish ideal is that the last Ger- 
man soldier should faH on the 
last Russian corpse.” ‘ 

April 18 — “Long conversation 
with Donna Edvige (Il Duce’s sis- 
ter). ... She wanted to relieve her 
heart on a matter which has now 
become a national question: The 
Petacci family. ... She has made 
up her mind to talk to Il Duce 
about it.” | 

April 14—“The Japanese have 
proposed a tripartite declaration 
of independence for India and 
Arabia. First reactions in Berlin 
are unfavorable. The Japanese 
move toward Europe is unwel- 
come, Mussolini on the other hand 
would like to support the Japa- 
nese immediately.” 


April 21 — Bismarck says the 
Nazi consul general in Milan re- 
ceives many offensive letters. The 
last one ran like this: ‘We hear 
you are looking for a new resi- 
dence. We offer one which is very 
beautiful, and worthy of you, of 
your people, and of your leader. 
The address is such and such,’ 
The consul went punctually to the 
address, and found himself at the 
doors of the jail” 

April 22—“Il Duce informs me 
that Marshal Kesselring, on his 
return from Germany, brought 
Hitler’s approval for the landing 
operation against Malta.” (The in- 
yvasion never came Off.) 

April 24—“The Japanese mili- 
tary attache vented his criticism 
violently of the German attitude 
and their way of waging War. 
German political warfare is all 
wrong, according to the Japa- 
nese. . ~ . 

April 29—‘Arrival at Salzburg. 

. Hitler, Ribbentrop, the usual 
people, the usual ceremony.

Of- 
fensive against the Russians in 
the south, with the oil wells as 
political-military objectives. When 
Russia’s sources of oil are ex- 
hausted, her knees will bend.

Laval is 
unconvincing. The true sprit of 
the French is expressed more clear- 
ly by the typesetter who risked 
his life so the paper appeared 
with the name of Petain changed 
to Putain (street-walker).... 


“On the second day after lunch, 
when everything had been said, 
Hitler talked for an hour and 40 
minutes without interruption. He 
omitted nothing: War and peace, 
religion and philosophy, art and 
history. Mussolini looked at his 
wristwatch. I had my mind on 
my own business. Only Cavallero 
(Italian supreme commander) pre- 
tended he was listening in ecstasy. 

. « Gen. Jodl (Hitler’s personal 
chief of staff) went to sleep on a 
divan, after an epic struggle. Gen, 
Keitel was staggering, but suc- 
ceeded in keeping up his head. He 
was too close to Hitler to let him- 
self go. 

“One does not see any physi- 
cally fit men on the streets of 
German cities and villages. 
Women, children and old men. 
Also foreign laborers. Slaves of 
the earth, Edda (Ciano’s wife and 
Mussolini's daughter), who visited 
a camp for Italian workers, found 
a man\who had. been wounded on 
his arms by the scythe blows of 
a brutal guard. She told Hitler, 
who staged a fit of anger and

hesitation, played the diamond 
ten! Declarer fell, hook, line and 
sinker! No doubt well pleased to 
be able to make a trick with his 
diamond queen, he swooped down 
with that card; then, since nine 
tricks were clearly out of the 
question unless clubs could be 
established, South returned the 
nine of that suit. 

East, who had devised his 
shrewd plan the instant he saw 
the dummy, won with the club 
king and laid down his diamond 
king. The now blank ace was 
driven out, and when East's second 
club stopper came into action, he 
returned his last diamond and 
West took charge from that point. 

East deserved great credit for 
sizing up the situation and realiz- 
ing that successful defense de- 
pended, first, on finding West 
with a five-card diamond suit 
headed by the jack, and, second, 
on persuading declarer to win the 
first trick with his marked queen. 

If-East had “conventionally put 
up the king, nothing could have 
saved his team. It is true that 
South could have countered this 
brilliant defense by refusing to 
take the diamond ten, but two 
such performances in the same 
deal would shatter the law of 
averages.
